NEW YORK—(If)— At least 19 per- 


sons were crushed to death in their 
sleep curly Thursday amid a smother- 
ing avalanche of bricks and debris 
when three Slalcn ''Island tenement 
buildings collapsed during a violent 
rainstorm. 


Tons of water, roaring down from an 


overflowing storm sewer about mid- 
night struck the ancient brick dwell- 
ing and ripped them asunder. 


Rescue squads of police and firemen 


pulled at the tangled wreckage for ad- 
ditional victims. 


Three persons were still missing. 
Four pfJ^irs,. who escaped,,from the 


shattered structures, were taken to 
•State Island hospital with serious in- 
juries. 


Six of the dead were women, six 


children, and the others men. 


The disaster struck at the height 


of a thunder and electrical storm that 
swept the metropolitan 
ai)ea 
and 


Long Island, in which four other per- 
sons were killed by lightning or were 
drowned. 


The trapped victims were crushed, 


then buried beneath the wreckage in 
a 30-foot cellar filled with muddy 
water.

WASHINGTON - (/P) — Congress- 


sional forces, angered by President 
Roosevelt's refusal to grant federal 
crop loansUntil a new crop control law 
is assured, blocked his wage and hour 
legislation Wednesday. 


The struggle between the president 


and powerful leaders of Congress be- 
came so fierce that it threatened to 
wreck plans for an early adjourn- 
ment. 


Many Southern legislators lined up 


in a movement to delay the wage and 
hour bill and compel the granting of 
price-bolstering loans on cotton and 
other major crops. 


Charles West, liaison man between 


the White House and Congressional 
leaders, hurried to Capitol Hill. He 


. .conferred with house leaders and they 


with Chairman O'Connor (Dem., N. 
Y.) of the House Rules Committee. 


O'Connor then called off a meeting 


of his committee that had been sched- 
uled to .consider giving wage and hour 
legislation right-of-way on the House 
floor Thursday. He refused to ex- 
plain, but told the house later he per- 
sonally is "whole-heartedly and en- 
thusiastically" for the labor standards 
bill. 


Short of Votes 


An administration leader told report^ 


ers the meeting had been called off 
because supporters of the labor legis- 
lation could not muster sufficient votes 
in the committee to get their bill be- 
fore the house. 


Some house members expressed be- 


lief that delaying the meeting would 
give the administration time to seek 
additional committee votes, possibly 
by agreeing to grant crop loans.

WASHINGTON—W)—Government loans on crops have bonslcd farm prices 


several times under the New Deal but President Roosevelt contends that the 
method might bring disaster this time if crops are uncontrolled. 


In the past several years, when the 'ti 


government agreed to lend farmers 10 
or 12 cents a pound on cotton or 45 
cents a bushel on corn, market prices 
usually rose above this level. 


Otherwise buyers would have had 


difficulty obtaining supplies because 
fanners, who had the privilege of 
turning their crop over to the govern- 
ment in full payment of the loans, had 
no incentive to sell at prices below the 
loans. 


Prospective large crops this year 


have pushed the prices of most major 
farm products down in recent weeks 
and caused a strong pressure from ag- 
ricultural areas for government loans. 


History of Cotton Loans 


The first cotton loan was on the 1933 


crop at 10 cents a pound. Growers 
could have their cotton graded and 
stored in approved warehouses and re- 
ceive the loan. The government agreed 
to take over the cotton at the end of 
the loan period, as peayment. 


Cotton prices soon climbed above 10 


cents and remained above during the 
entire season. The next year the loan 
was advanced to 12 cents and prices 
stayed above this level most of the 
season. 


On the 1935 cotton crop the loan was 


reduced to 10 cents, when adminis- 
tration experts decided the 12 cent loan 
stocks had reduced exports and cotton 
consumption. Howver, growers were 
offered a "cotton adjustment price" 
on Ilie bu.sis of 12 cents a pound for cot- 
ton marketed. 


There was no cotton loan last season 


when prices averaged above 
12.70 


cents. 


Loans were made on about 2,000,000 


bales of cotton under the 11)33 pro- 
gram. The loans, totaling about $120,- 
000,000, were repair. The 12-ccnt loans 
on the 1934 crop, covered more than 
4,500,000 bales at about $300,000.000 and 
about $186,000,000 of this remains out- 
standing. A return to the 10-cent rate 
in 1935 resulted in loans of about $3,- 
000,000 on some 00,000 bale.s. All this 
money has been repaid. 


Corn Loans Have Succci.'ik'd 


The history of corn loans has been 


more favorable. 


The first loan in the lull of 1933 was 


at 45 cents a bushel for corn sealed in 
cribs on the farms and was made at 
a time when the product was below 
this price on most markets. Farmers 
sealed about 270,000,000 bushels of corn 
and received $121,000,000, all of which 
was repaid. 


Drouth greatly reduced the 1934 corn 


crop and the value of corn stored over 
from 1933 soared above the loan value. 
Many farmers sulil part of their corn, 
repaid all their loans and still had 
some corn left. 


The 1935 corn loan at 55 cents a bush- 


el was below market prices. Only 20,- 
000,000 bushels were sealed for loans 
of about $11,000,000, all repaid.

loan rate was cut to 45 cents in 1935

Relief From Hay Fever Often Obtained by Avoiding 


Offending Plant Pollens 


This is the third of a series of 14 


articles by Dr. Morris Fishbeln, In 
which he discusses allergy, the con- 
dition marked by extreme sensi- 
tivity to certain substances and 
conditions.

There are certain times of the yea 


when the pollens begin to blow an 
persona who are sensitive to them be 
§in to suffer with the sneezing, cough 
ing and mucous membrane congestior 
typical of hay fever. 


During the spring, the pollens 0 
trees are the most common offender 
in causing hay fever. In the earlj 
summer, the pollens come from grasses 
roses, corn; such flowers as the daisy 
dandelion and lily, and such weeds as 
the pigweed, smartweed and dock. 


Timothy is an important cause 01 


hay fever from June through August 
Redtop is a frequent cause from June 
throuyh September, and orchard grass 
from March through August. 


The hay fever that occurs in the fal" 


usually is more severe, lasts longer an* 
affects more people than that occur 
ring in the early spring and summe 
Fall hay fever is caused mostly by t' 
pollens of the ragweed and sagebrusl 
which flower at that time. The pig 
weed and tumbleweed may also go tc 


seed and spread their pollens. 


Manay of the grasses have a second 


period of pollination late in the sum- 
mer. These are, of course, windblown 
plants and weeds. 


There are other plants in which the 


pollen is not blown about by the wind. 
In such cases the patient gets the pol- 
len by putting his nose down into the 
flower to smell it and thus inhales the 
pollen. 


Symptoms of hay fever usually con- 


tinue until the flowers of the ragweed 
are killed by frost in September or 
October. If the autumn is unusually 
hot. the hay fever may last much 
longer. 


In some people, symptoms continue 


even after the first frost because en- 
ough disturbance caused to carry the 
discomfort over until proper treatment 
is applied. 


Sensitivity to pollens is not exclus- 


vely a condition assocated with the 
-ich or the poor, the proud or the hum- 
3lt-. the aristocrat or the commoner. 
'i has affected all alike.

Idaho Farm Area 


Sinking Rapidly 


Rumblings and Dust Rise 


as Earth Forms New 


Canyon 


BUHL, Idaho—(fC)—Farmers watched 
heir fields drop from under them in 
southern Idaho's new "sinking val- 
ey" Wednesday. 


Rumblings were heard—dust clouds 


arose in the mile-square area where 
ields and huge slabs of lava rock are 
sinking to form a new canyon eight 
niles north of here. 


Five acres of crop land on the farm 


of H. A. Robertson dropped 125 to 150 
'eet in two weeks. Twelve additional 
acres are cracking up and Robertson 
'ears that his 180-acre farm will be- 
come useless canyon-bottom land. 


Farmers dropped a 200-foot weighted 


rope into one of the giant fissures 
breaking across the area and it failed 
to reach bottom. 


Spectators were barred from the re- 


gion by deputy sheriffs. 


Horton B. Abell, Idaho geologist, said 


he believed the disturbance resulted 
from the alleviation of pressure in a 
cavern far below the earth's surface. 
He said each movement of the earth 
is accompanied by deep rumblings 
which sound like "muffled blasts of 
dynamite." 


As the land drops away—at an un- 


usually rapid pace for a geologic 
change,—a new canyon is being formed 
separated by a 30-foot granit wall from 
a deep gorge that carries waters of the 
South Fork of the Salmon river.

support in congress. 


Supports President 


Secretary Wallace said at a press 


conference that if congress wants to 
help farmers with government loans 
on this year's crop it will have to "re- 
main in session or come back before 
next year." This was taken to mean 
that he agrees with the president's po- 
sition that unless crops are controlled, 
huge surpluses may wreck prices so 
badly that farmers will be unable to 
repay loans and the Treasury will suf- 
fer heavy losses. 


Wallace criticized a bill approved by 


a senate agriculture subcommittee to- 
day for mandatory federal loans anc 
subsidies on cotton and other major 
crops. 


The secretary also expressed opposi- 


tion to proposed changes in the pend- 
ing sugar quota bill. The revisions 
were planned by congressmen who 
sought to make the bill as passed by 
the house meet administration obpec- 
tions to restrictions on refined ship- 
ments from Puerto Rico and Hawaii.

LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—Attorney Gen- 


eral Jack Holt held Wednesday that 
office equipment and supplies pur- 
chased from a Dallas, Texas, firm 
which has salesmen operating in Ark- 
ansas were subject to this state's 2 per 
cent sales tax. The opinion went to 
Prosecutor Ned Stewart at Texarkana. 


Stewart said the firm had no branch 


office in Arkansas but that its sales- 
men solicited orders in a portion of 
outhwest Arkansas. 
A heated controversy has arisen dur- 


ng the pact two weeks over another 
clause of the new sales tax law, which 
exempts sales made in border cities 
from the tax. Merchants in towns in 
Hempstead and Lafayette counties pro- 
tested to Commissioner of Revenue ,D. 
L. Ford that Texarkana, Ark. (the only 
city included in the exemption) firms 
have been delivering tractors and oth- 
er heavy equipment in their territory, 
on which no sales tax had been paid. 


State Senator H. M. Barney of Tex- 


arkana and other Texarkana lawyers 
filed briefs with the Revenue Com- 
missioner contending that if the ex- 
emption was nullified it would drive 
Texarkana purchasers into Texas, and
